Tlio merchants, 
who formerly ranked below the farmer, aro 
rising in rank, and tlio almighty doilar is 
beginning to have the same power here that 
it, has in America. 


The Japanese call themselves tho Ameri- 


cans of Asia and they aro to a certair. ex- 
tent right. They arc iilcc'.he Americans in 
their ready adoption of new things and in 
their being ready to risk the present for 
the future. They are quick-willed and they 
want to bo up to the timus. They lack, how- 
ever, I am pror.c to believe, the American 


j desire of accumulation, his industry and 


perseverance, and above all his wonderful 
creative faculty. You \vill fir.d a patent 
ofilce tit Tol;io, b>it yon can number tlie 
noted Japanese invention!; upon your Jln- 
pcra. Up to this stage in tUcir career tho 
Japanese have boon an imitative rather than 
a creative nation. 
"What they have had in 


tho past lus been'adopted from other na- 
tions. The civilization which preceded tho 
one now coning in was largely Chinese. 
Tbe cliief religion of the Japanese to-day is 
Buddhism and it came from India. Uorea 
boastaof being Ihc aulborof many of the 
schools of Japanese art and Japanese litera- 
ti™ is largely based on Chinese characters. 
As to tho present civilization, Japan is try 
ing to choose the best from all nations, and- 
[I iiopcs to malic up a whole better than 
any. Its imitation is not blind imitation. 
Ibo Japanese bave always prided them- 
selves ou being a reasonable people, and 
they arc using their reason now. Their cudo 
of laws como from France. They arc choos- 
ing their models for army discipline from 
Germany, but their general culture will be 
like Uieir language, English, 


Speaking of the Japanese as copyists they 


learn so easily that manufacturers coming 
to Japan arc very careful that the secrets 
of their arts aro not given to tho people. I 
asked yesterday a man who has established 
a largo factory for the making of plioto- 


thcir lepers.

some of the Governniont departments of tho 
Empire and I lind they aro using many 
American inventions, hi visiting the army 
I saw troops, dressed exactly like the sol- 
diers .of Germany, going through tlie mili- 
tary maneuvers ;ust as they are laid down 
in the tactics of our militar}' schools, and in 
the arsenal where Japan makes her rifles, 
her cartridges and her gunpowder the ma- 
chinery was altogether like ours. 
Tho 


factories, barring the brown faces, tho 
crack eyes aad the bare feet of tho em- 
ployes might as well have been in Pitts- 
burgh as in Tokio, and this much is thcsamo 
with all tho Government iusututior.s. The 
work, however, and the management is all 
under Lhe control of the Japanese, and the 
number of foreigners etr.ploycd by the. 
Government decreases every year. The 
Japanese hire foreigners merely as teachers. 
.They study hard under them and when they 
have learned their specialties they are very 
ready to dismiss them. 


At present nearly all of tlKi employes of 


the Government wear European clothes and 
this is required in mauy cuses. The clothes 
worn are well-fitting and as a rule of good 
cut, but they make ttie little Japanese forms 
look smaller than ever and the people avo 
more handsome 
in their loose, 'lowing 


gowns belted in with a girdio at the hips. 


As to Japanese education the missionaries 


largely teach through the aid of thcGov- 
ciliment, and English is taught in many of 
the schools. Education is now compulsory 
in Japan, but the statistics show that only 
aliout one-half of the children go to school. 
Tbt; school age is from 0 to 14 years, and the 
Japanese boys and giris go over their 
lessons ia sing-song tones, in bare feet and 
gowns. There are 3,000,000 of them in the 
regular schools, and the technical schools 
have S,SOO pupils. Japan has 29.000 common 
schools presided over by 02.000 men teachers 
and 4,010 women teachers. There are more 
than 1,000 high-school teachers, and the pro- 
fessors in tho Imperial University of Tokio 
number 194. This university is kept up by 
the Government, It has 1,SSO students, and 
it is turning out scores of uluiond-cycd doc- 
tors, Iaw3rcrs and 
Government officials 


every year. It is better than the average 
American college. Its preparatory course 
includes English, mathematics, geography, 
physics, history, political economy, phil- 
osophy, and it covers three years. It takes 
five years to graduate, and tho Japanese 
have hero an opportunity to get a good edu- 
cation without- goicg away from home.
